In compliance with the rules of 


he Board of Education of the city 
rf Lima, and in accordance with the 
aws of the state of Ohio, I have the 
lonor, at this time, to submit my 
ourth annual report as Superintend- 
ent of the Unm Public Schools, for 
he school year ending June 11, 1909. 


A long established custom requir- 


es that this report should explain 
something of the character of the 
work done in the schools, give some 
dea of their progress and needs, and 
present such facts and figures as will 
nake clear the conditions existing 
n the department of public instruc- 
ion, which Is universally recognized 
as the most important division of 
municipal affairs. 
It is also one of 


he chief purposes of this report to 
how the good attained and the need 
discovered in the administration of 
he schools. In order to meet these 
requirements^ to some 
extent, 
at 
east, attention is directed, first of 
1!. to a summary of the most im~ 
jortant statistics of the past year, 
which should be of some interest and 
value to all who are concerned in the 
ducational progress of Lima. 


The Total Kurollraent. 


The total enrollment in the ele- 


mentary schools of the city duriag 
he year -was as follows: 


Boys, 2,136; girls, 2113; totat*. 
348. Increase over the preceding 
|r«*r, IS. 


The entire enrollment in the high 


ichool was; 
Boys 241; girls, 303; 
otal, 544. 
Increase over the pre- 
seding year, 20. 


The total eKrotttnent in all grades, 


elementary and high, was as follows:

The per cent of the total 
enroll-

THe reports received at this office 


rom many of the cities of this and 
other states show that the total en- 
rollment is frequently not more than 
>5 per cent of 
the 
enumeration. 


When this fact is kept in mind, it 
wiil be seen that the figures given 
ibove taafce a remarkably good show- 
ng for Lima, 
The gain over the 


irear Tptecedlng is especially gratlfy- 
ng. when all the conditions are tak- 
en into consideration. 
Avenge Monthly Enrollment. 


The average monthly enrollment in 


toe ^elementary grade* wag: 
Boys, 


1SS3; girls, 1829; total 3712. 
In- 
crease over the preceding year, 33. 


The average monthly enrollment 


n the high school was: Boys, 214; 
jirls 278; total, 492. Increase over 
.he preceding year, 21. 


The average monthly enrollment 


n ajl grades, elementary and high 
school was: Boyg, 5097; girls, 21»7; 
,otal, 3204. Increase over tne pre- 
ceding year.

While this is not as large an in- 
crease as we have had In some other 
recent years, it clearly Indicates that 
n Lima there is not onl* no tailing 
off in the number of pupils registered 
n the schools, but that there is a 
real and substantial gain over the 
»nrollment. of any previous- year in 
he history of the city. 
The ,con- 


inuons growth of the enrollment for 
th* last four years speaks especially 
well for the city, and it is a matter 
of which thts management of 
the 


schools may be justly proud.

The general av- 
erage for all the grade*, elementary 
and higb, was $15,08 for every pupil 
enrolled. The money tbn> spent is 
the best investment ever made. 


ProgrcMi of High School. 


Tt ig especially interesting to note 


the rapid rise of Lima high school, 
during the last four years. In that 
time the attendance has risen from 
340 to 544. This is a gain of 204 in 
four years and Is a record of which 
any city might properly be prond. 
The increase In the population of the 
ity has not been sufficient to explain 
this phenomenal growth. 
The new 


high school building was an import- 
ant factor of conrse; the better equip 
nient was an aid; the more practical 
and considerably enriched course of 
study was attractive and helped; and 
the improved and enlargement o? the 
teaching staff contributed its part 
Probably'the addition of the commer- 
ial course to the high school curri- 
culum has had a more marked effett 
n Increasing the attendance than any 
other single factor. And almost for 
;he first time in its history the Lima 
Ugh school has had teachers enough 
o do its work thoroughly and well. 
There is much ground for gratifica- 
ion in the rapid rise and steady pro- 
gress of the Lima high school during 
the last four years, and It 
is our 


earnest hope that these 'condition? 
may continue hereafter. 


F'lnphnsiziing the 


In the regular work of the schools 


In every building and in every grade, 
it has been the 1-onstant aim of the 
management, for the last four years, 
to emphasize the essentials—to give 
to the pupils the power to express 
their thoughts ia the symbols of lan- 
guage and the symbols of number. 
In the present school administration, 
we recognize the fact that the con- 
stant drill in the three R'a, In which 
our fathers had such implicit, laith," 
Ss not a tradition from which to de- 
part, but a practice to be reverenced 
and cherished and perpetuated, as an 
ever-present reality around which to 
weave, in loving appreciation, all the 
tenrdrils of future growth. It would 
be a source of shame to the school 
administration here, or 
anywhere! 
else for that matter, If our boys and 
girl-j shonld pass through all 
the 


gra'jes and receive diplomas from 
the high school, without having ac- 
quired a fair and reasonable knowl- 
edge of the branches that are most 
useful aitd necessary for those who 
wish to engage in the ordinary occu- 
pations of life. 
While no objection 


is made to the so-called culture stu- 
dies, the great aim of our 
schoo! 


work is to give to all the pupils a 
thorough training in English 
and 


Arithmetic, because these things are 
of prime importance to the people of 
this country. 
To use the English 


language properly, to read 
intelli- 


gently and spell correctly, to write 
rapidly and legibly, and to be able 
to apply to business practice the fun- 
damental operations of 
arithmetic, 


are absolutely 
essential, 
whatever 
else may be. valuable and important. 
We are constantly striving to secure 
these results in the schools* of Lima, 
and while we may not always be able 
to accomplish all that might be desir- 
ed in every cast*, the results of the 
work, since.it has come under the ob- 
servation of the present superintend- 
ent, show that a high decree of ex- 
cellence is being attained in 
these 


great essentials. 


Buildings and Equipment, 


Any review of our educational pro- 
gress dur'ng the past 
four 
years, 


which failed to take into account the 
improvement made in the buildings 
and equipment, would be entirely in- 
adequate. During that time we have 
w:i»«'ied approximately IliiO.OOO.flO 
in improving and extending the build- 
ings and grounds occupied by 
schools,. Not counting the Lirna Col- 
lege building, forty-two new school 
rooms have been added, modern san- 
itary apparatus has been installed at 
nearly all the buildings,_t.he school 
srnund« have been greatly improv- 
ed and beautified, and the furniture 
at all the buildings bas beon cleansed 
and varnished, so that, every pu;»il in 
thu city will have a good clean desk, 
unmarked, tinsrratched and undefac- 
wi. at. the opening of school next Sop- 
tember. 
It will now he possible, for 


the first time in many yeans, to keep 
th? buildings and furniture In proper 
neat and sanitary rondlilon. This Is 
good policy on the simple ground or 
common decency and buaiiiPSs peon- 
oniv: but b^Rldes all that, there Is a 
real educational value in the training 
ilmt lends a child to understand and 
appreciate clean furniture, beautiful 
buildings, and tasteful atirroundinicv.
